In this lesson, you'll learn how to ask someone politely whether he or she would like to do something by using the negative 
form of a verb. 


"Would you like to watch a movie?" 


In Japanese, it is not polite to ask someone directly "Do you want to~?" Instead, we phrase the question literally as verb- 
masen ka, meaning "Won't you~?" 


Remember, in the previous lessons, we learned the -masen form of a verb, meaning "don't [verb]"? To ask this question, all 
you have to do is use this -masen form and add the question mark ka.

Cultural Insights 


Would You Be Considered a Geek in Japan? 


We usually translate the word 472 < (otaku) as "geek" or "nerd," but in recent years it has become a rare example of a 
loanword from Japanese to English that is often left untranslated. In Japan, an otaku is usually someone who is obsessed 
with something that is considered "geeky," such as computers, anime, manga, idol singers, or video games, but we can use 
it to refer to an overly passionate fan of almost any hobby or form of entertainment. In English, though, it is restricted 
specifically to fans of Japanese animation, games, and manga. While in the United states and Europe it seems that some 
proudly refer to themselves as otaku, in Japan people generally do not consider this a positive label, and loudly referring to 
oneself as such can make Japanese people feel uncomfortable. 


Otaku actually comes from an honorific word for someone else's home or family, which we usually write in kanji as 55 (o- 
taku), and it is said to have spread as a slang term in its current usage during the late 1970s and 1980s. 


The Wii U that Kaori and Taylor are playing in the dialogue is the upcoming successor to the Nintendo Wii, which is due to be 
released in summer 2012.
